Belongs in the class with Colosse Grenoble ; a monster white 
which should be in every collection; for collections and for conservatory use 
nothing could be finer; horizontal arrangement of petals. 

Mile. Anna Debono. Certificate N. C.S. Very large, deep, reflexing white; 
@ magnificent variety, leaving little to be desired in this form.

One of the finest that Calvat ever sent out; a huge and 
perfect ball of large incurving petals; on opening shows three colors—pink at the 
base, then cream, with center of buttercup yellow; N.C. S. certificate.

A few that we do not consider suited to American culture we have dropped.

Enormously large, broad-petaled, incurving; fine exhibition variety.

Round as a snowball; pure white; a perfect Chinese; beautiful grower.

An enormous, yet finely finished variety in lively, Day-break pink; incurving, 
but not globular; very broad and effective; fine for exhibition or commercial; 
nice, medium-height grower, with stiff stem and elegant foliage; noticeable for 
its broad petals and bright color.

A beautiful medium-height grower, with elegant stem and foliage; flower of

Deep buff color; a short-petaled incurved, attaining great size. 


Charles Bacque. 
Incurved globe of clear yellow; very full of petals, which are penciled in red. 


Hortus Tolosanus. 
An enormous Japanese incurved; clear chamois color, bright aurora at center. 


Mme. Cecile Andre. 
Japanese, with extra large flowers, fiery red, petals long and pointed. 


Souv. de Lombez. 
Very large flower of salmon bronze, petals pointed in gold, reflexing. 


Souv. de Montbrun. 


Fine incurving center, with reflexed outer petals penciled in red; color, Nan- 
kin bronze. 


Triumph de Montbrun. 


Japanese incurved, with broad, claw-shaped petals; color, rosy chamois, reverse 
amber; form of a globe. The Marquis calls this the ‘‘King of Incurves.’” 


Baronne Rene Reille. 


A Japanese incurved, with very large flower, finished exquisitely; color, bril- 
liant golden yellow. One of the best of the set; a perfect globe. 


Time. de la [lotte. 


Fine clear yellow, with large tubular petals which open into a Chinese in- 
curved form of great substance. A beautiful grower.

Mrs. M. J. Darcey. A very novel yellow; a mass of long, curling, ribbon-like 
petals; color, very bright. 

Flora. A very large incurving Japanese, with broad channeled petals; color, 

blush, changing to white; nice dwarf grower. 

Lady Hutton. Has closely curled, incurving petals of great length; soft 
blush, very showy; style of Mme. G. Debrie. 

Charley Cronin. An immense light buff flower with long petals; won the 
ayelist silver medal. 

- Beatrice May. One of the very finest varieties of the year; extra large, of 
very fine finish, an easy doer and a beauty; has drooping outer petals; snow white, 
sometimes flushed pink.

Clementine Touset. An enormous early white, characterized as The Early 
Chadwick; certificated on Oct. 8. One of the best lasting sorts that we have ever 
come across; splendid stem and foliage; very easy doer. Color, glistening white, 
sometimes tinted pearl; brings a full per cent. of perfect flowers. 

Mile. Jeannie Nonin. Scored. 98 and won the silver cup at Chicago. For 
Thanksgiving and later this has no rival; of the largest size, perfectly globular, 
finely finished, an easy doer, a splendid keeper and shipper. This variety is queen 
of comm -rcial whites. 

Reveil de Begle. Oct. 15. A big incurving golden yellow, fine enough for 
exhibition, but a splendid commercial sort; fine stem and foliage. Received N. C. 
S. certificate. 

Dr..Galloway. A-white seedling from Marie Liger, commercial midseason; a 
very satisfactory variety. Awarded N.C. S. Certificate. A fine grower and easy 
doer. 

Chas. Schwartz. A nice bronzy red, fine in size, easy to do, does not burn. 
Came highly recommended and is living up to its reputation. 

M. Antoine Marmontel. One of the very prettiest of Nonin’s creations; rosy 
crimson, very large globular form of exquisite finish; extra good. 

Mme. H. Delizy. Color, blush, with broad heavy petals, slightly reflexed and 
forming a very deep flower; extremely fine.
